Observations on the foregoing Return. 

The extent of United Parishes, where contiguous, was given in former Returns to Parliament 
from the best information which could be then obtained ; but the Boundaries of each separate 
Parish, where the Unions have been of long standing, are seldom accurately known even to the 
Incumbent, and are subject to frequent disputes. At present, the late change in the measure of 
distance from English to Irish Miles, the want of Parochial Maps or Surveys, and of even Public 
Roads through many Parishes, render the making a Return of the distance ol Boundaries, in 
most instances, impracticable by the Registrar.
